No odor was emitted from the

universally practiced by undertakers. 
The blood—which in life is the vital 
fluid, and indeath tbe main source 
of 


decomposition —is withdrawn from the 
body, and embalming fluid injected 
into the arteries and veins. In the 
sleep of seven years 
every vestige 
of 


moisture or fluid had been extracted 
from the body and littleremained save 
the integument of skin covering the 
bony structure. 
The coffin taken from 
the grave was inclosed in an ordinary 
box and shipped, without the require- 
ment usually demanded by the railroad 
authorities 
of being 
encased 
in a 


metallic 
coffin. . The railroad com- 


panies do not Insist upon this provision 
inoases where two years or over has 
elapsed since the date of death.

pally In stagnant 
water. After going 


through various transformations 
they 


tome to the surface of the water In the 
shape of very slander, purplish looking 
threads. 
When 
they reach 
this last 


stage, they leave the water and work 
their way up -the stalks and leaves of 
aquatic plants. 
When opportunity af- 
fords, they attach 
themselves 
to the 
feet, legs, 
wings and other parts of 
larger insects, often, as one authority 
States, 
creeping 
under 
the wing case 


of beetles. In the case 
of the cricket, 


katydid, grasshopper 
and other insects 


of that ilk, whose legs are hollow, the 
tiny horsehair takes the advantage 
and 


creeps 
up the hollows into the 
very 


vitals. 


This accounts for the fat aud clumsy 


condition of some individuals of the 
above named species, 
single specimens 


of the cricket having been caught with 
over "two dozen 
of these 
threadlike 


"snakes" 
attached 
to and inside of 
their bodies. 
After.heavy rains, which 
frequently drown crickets and katydids 
which are 
weighted 
down by these 
parasites, 
'the 
"horsehair . snake" 


emerges 
from the carcass 
of the insect 
a fullfledged miniature serpent. Inthis 
mature state he is the delight Of the.

those 
who delight to delve in nature's 
bypaths.

around the eggs,
